We have reference to the agiiation that de- 
veloped in the local area and elsewhere in 
Southern California when a Congressional 
appropriation committee in Washington re- 
commended against further allocations at pre- 
sent for construction of the San Antonio dam.

Getting 
something for nothing out of the government 
isn’t as easy as it once was. More and more 
the change in government attitude will begin 
to hit home. The more it hits, louder will be 
the objections. The effects of the new govern- 
mental policy will eventually be felt by.farm- 


ers, businessmen, politicians, workers—just 
about everybody—including 50,000,000 tax- 
payers. 


Construction of the San Antonio dam is re- 
garded as very essential by engineers. Any 
layman who seriously opposes it would surely 
be a subject for a hanging—if a disastrous 
flood comes next winter. If the federal gov- 
ernment doesn’t provide the dam, local politi- 
cal agencies will have to spend many, many 
more thousands of dollars on flood control— 
we are told. Some local people offer many 
reasons why federal funds should be spent 
here. 

And so, there is a strong howl by many sin- 
cere people appealing for a couple of more mil- 
lion dollars for another years work on the 
dam. At the same time, everyone wants eco- 
nomy. That is, economy so long as it is for 
someone else.

Mr. Funston says: “The market always 
responds to shock treatment.” 

It is a fact of record that the market broke 
much more severely in mid-1950 when the 
Korean war started.

That's the report of the Interna- 
tional Association of Auto Theft Investigators 
who met recently in Oklahoma City.

Mostly the car owners themselves, the au- 
thorities say. 

Professional car thieves have invented some 
ingenious techniques but probably the greater 
number of thefts are made possible by the 
carelessness of owners who don't bother to 
lock their cars, and often leave the key in the 
ignition.

Somehow, we can’t get very enthused about 
joining the long list of individuals and agencies

What is going to happen to the more than 
$2,600,000 already spent on the project in the 
canyon? It may look silly to permit deep scars 
along the dam site and unfinished forms stand- 
ing like skeletons in the canyon. The only ap- 
parent answer is that eventually the dam will 
be finished and the investment in the partially 
completed work will not be lost. 

But for now, we cannot support any move 
to get the dam on the “active” list. We believe 
the national economy drive should be all-in- 
clusive, regardless of what groups are affect- 
ed. The new administration's policies should 
not be based on the idea of economy for the 
tew; it should be based on the policy of eco- 
nomy for all. 

This policy will be resisted, and strongly, 
by individuals and organizations which have 
long been used to getting easy federal funds. 
The heat will be turned on Congress to keep 
the money flowing out.

Quick Killing of Liquor Tax

won another point for itself. At least, it is cre- 


dited with killing in the State senate a move | 


to increase taxes on the liquor industry. 

In support of the move to increase liquor 
taxes, here is what Marvin R. Sherwin told an 
assembly committee: 

“California’s taxes on liquor and beer are 
the third lowest among the states of the nation. 
Unlike all other taxes in California, those on 





the liquor industry have remained static for | 


15 years or so. This is what national magazines 
have called ‘the shame of California’. To a 
large extent the liquor industry has dominated 
the politics and actions of the legislature.” 

The state assembly approved the proposed 
liquor tax bill but within a few minutes after 
the measure was presented in the state senate 
it was killed. The lobby shows its strength in 
time of need.

What does P T A mean to you? 

Do you automatically think of 
a matron in a tea dress engaged 
in a rather stuffy conversation 
with other ladies at some after- 
noon social? Or do ‘you conjure 
in your imagination a group of 
intelligent and interesting men 
and women stimulated by civic 
pride discussing ways of making 
the town and schools a little bet- 
ter for their children? 

Actually the latter impression 
is quite as typical, perhaps more 
so, than the first. 

Unfortunately, the idea is prev- 
alent in too many communities 
that the Parent Teachers associa- 
tion is just another social club 
that draws mothers together ana 
gives them recreation as well as 
a reason to feel noble and im- 
portant. This feeling is usually un- 
conscious but is consciously ex- 
pressed occasionally when a par- 
ent is called upon to participate. 

Do Nothing? 

“Oh, I'd go to P T A of I got 
anything out of it, but ‘they’ 
don’t do anything,” is a remark 
often heard. 

As in many other organizations, 
the P T A functions are not com- 
pletely understood. The fault is 
not altogether with the public, 
however, but comes about chief- 
ly through a lack of proper in- 
formation and explanation of 
what the P T A is, what it does, 
and what it has to offer. 

It is perfectly natural to come 
to the assumption that the P T A 
doesn’t have any particularly 
worthwhile program locally when 
all that the average parent knows 
about P T A is what she reads 
in ‘the social columns of the news 
the minutes to which she halt 
listens at monthly meetings 
and when she goes), and what her 
children tell of the cookies and 
punch that P T A mothers serve 
them at school parties. 

Always Unconcerned
